SYMPOSIUM IN VISALIA NOV. 20 
WILL DRAW MARKETING EXPERTS 


VISALIA — Top expertise on foreign markets for the products of 
California agriculture will be gathered in Visalia November 20 at an 
Agricultural World Trade Symposium. 

Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Robert W. Long and David L. 
Hume, administrator of the USDA’s Foreign Agricultural service, 
head the list of speakers, said Curtis D. Lynn, director of Extension 
in Tulare county and chairman of the arrangements committee. 

The program, he said, reflects the key role California agricultural 
production plays in the nation’s trade balance and also the 
importance of exports to California’s whole economy. 

Symposium topics will cover the changing world trade situation, 
handling and transportation of agricultural commodities, exchange 
of money in international trade, and the significance of export 
markets. 

Long, assistant secretary of agriculture for conservation, research, 
and extension, will be the luncheon speaker. 

Lynn is being aided in arrangements by UC Extension staffs in 
Fresno, Kern, and Kings counties, the Tulare county chamber of 
commerce, and the Agriculture committee of the California Bankers 
association.

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Analysis key provisions in Proposition 1 


Here are the principal provisions of the tax lim- 
itation initiative on the November 6th statewide 
special election ballot: 


Expenditure ceiling. At the heart of the measure 
is the proposal that expenditures from state tax 
revenues be limited to their current percentage of 
state personal income and that this percentage de- 
cline by one-tenth of one percent a year. Economists 
estimate the current ratio at 8.3 percent. Thus, the 
limit on state spending during the 1974-75 fiscal 
year would be 8.2 percent. Beginning in 1989-90 the 
year in which the limit reaches 7 percent, the Legisla- 
ture would be allowed by two-thirds vote to eliminate 
further reductions in the limitation. As a safeguard 
against a sudden decline in personal income, an alter- 
nate formula provides that at no time shall the limit 
be less than the amount collected per capita in the 
current fiscal year as adjusted for inflation. 


Increases authorized. The overall expenditure lim- 
itation could be increased or decreased by a majority 
vote of the people at a statewide election. Such a 
proposal could be placed on the ballot by a two-thirds 
vote of the Legislature or through the initiative pro- 
cess. The limitations could also be increased to pro- 
vide local property tax relief if there is a commen- 
surate reduction in property tax rates. 


Tax refunds. In the event the state collects more 
money than it can spend under the limitation for- 
mula, the Legislature would be required to make 
periodic tax refunds or reductions from a special tax 
surplus fund. 


Emergency fund. The Legislature is required to 
establish an emergency fund of not more than two- 
tenths of one percent of personal income. Upon the 
proclamation of an emergency by the Governor, the 
Legislature would be authorized to spend funds to 
meet the emergency, which is defined as “an extra- 
ordinary occurrence requiring unanticipated and im- 
mediate expenditures to preserve the health and 
safety of the people.” If the fund is exhausted, the 
Legislature could dip into the tax-refund reserve or 
could authorize additional taxes by two-thirds vote. 
However, the special tax could remain in effect for 
no longer than two years without majority vote of the 
electorate. 


Two-thirds vote requirement. The initiative also 
includes a long-time pet Reagan plan to require a 
two-thirds vote of the Legislature for the institution 
of a new tax or a change in the rate of any current 
levy. At present, a simple majority vote is required 
with the exception of certain taxes on banks, corpor- 
ations and insurance companies (these require a two 
thirds vote). A two-thirds vote of the Legislature 
also would be needed to give local government the 
right to levy a personal income tax. Other local gov- 


ernment taxes would remain subject to change by 
majority. vote. 


Property tax limits. Tax rate limits would be estab- 
lished for cities, counties and special districts similar 
to those imposed in the Reagan-Moretti tax reform 
measure of 1972 (SB 90). These limits, based on the 
rates in effect in 1971-72 and 1972-73, could be raised 
or lowered by vote of the people in the jurisdiction. 
Local governing boards could meet emergencies by 
raising taxes by four-fifth vote, but the levy would 
lapse after two years unless it were approved by 
vote of the people. In addition, the Legislature could 
authorize property tax increases to offset unusual 
cost-of-living or population trends as well as cir- 
cumstances creating hardships for local government 
agencies. 


State mandated programs. Duplicating a provi- 
sion in the Moretti-Reagan tax program (one that 
can be ignored almost at will by the Legislature) , the 
initiative would place in the constitution the require- 
ment.that the state provide the funds for any new or 
augmented program mandated on local government. 
There are certain exceptions, such as the creation of 
a new crime, which presumably would require addi- 
tional work by local law enforcement agencies. 


Income tax rebate and reduction. Californians 
would get a 20 percent one-time credit on personal 
income taxes for 1973 out of the State’s current large 
surplus. However, this provision was superseded by a 
personal income tax refund voted by the Legis- 
lature this year. On a permanent basis, the measure 
provides a 714 percent income tax cut starting with 
1974. Individuals with incomes below $4,000 and 
married couples or heads of households with incomes 
below $8,000 would be exempted altogether from 
state income taxes (this provision also has already 
been enacted by the Legislature) . 


Possible court action. The initiative contains a 
severability clause stating that if any portion of the 
proposition is declared unconstitutional, the rest of it 
would remain in effect. 


Exemption for debt and pensions. The tax limita- 
tion provisions would be suspended if necessary so 
that bond issue and pension obligations could be met. 


Economic estimates commission. Each year’s rev- 
enue tax limit would be established by April 1st by an 
Economic Estimates Commission consisting of the 
state controller, the state director of finance or an- 
other appointee of the Governor, and a legislative 
designee who is not a member of the Legislature. 


Declaration of purpose. The goals of the measure 
are stated as: limitation and reduction of state taxes, 
refund of surplus state revenue, limitation of. local 
property taxes, establishment of an emergency fund- 
ing procedure, and requirement that voters approve 
future increases in the general level of taxation. 
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PULITZER PRIZE WINNER OF 1962 
OR SOAP OPERA OVERTONES OF 1973

Take two middle-aged slobs, 
put them on stage with two 
young slobs, and you have the 
basic ingredients of “Whose 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf,” now 
playing at the Barn theater. 

But these disagreeable slobs 
are not just ordinary 
disagreeable slobs. They are 
educated, intellectual slobs - at 
least they have letters after their 
names and they are associated 
with a college faculty. 

The middle-aged Mr. and Mrs. 
Slob have been spending a 
couple of decades of married life 
cutting each other to pieces - 
emotionally. The young Mr. and 
Mrs. Slob are just starting to 
follow in the footsteps of the 
older Slobs. 

Problem is that all of them 
are booze-belting, psychogenic 
misfits who really know they 
suffer from psychoneurosis but 
refuse to admit it, except 
subconsciously. 

This no doubt makes fine 
material for a psychiatrist couch, 
also fine material for Author 
Edward Albee, whose “Woolf” 
characters spend three and 
one-half hours of stage time 
wrestling each other emotionally 
- and now and then physically, 
in bed and out - while a process 
of exorcism develops. 

As for the four-person cast, 
directed by Carl Driver, let’s say 
it performs well Virginia 
Haydu, Paul Nay, Pam Putnam, 
and Ken Richardson - yet, to us, 
there is something lacking. 

Maybe Paul’s soliloques now 
and then take on dullness; 
maybe the emotional emoting of 
Virginia is not quite realistic; 
maybe Pam is just too wide-eyed 
and wobbly; maybe Ken doesn’t 
come across as a former 
collegiate boxing champion and 


quarterback. 

We say, “maybe” and refer 
back to our statement that 
members of the cast do perform 
well in a play that requires a fine 
edge of performance 
interpretation to keep it from 
being a dull recitation of words 
and move it into the category of 
“theater.” 

Certainly, ‘‘Woolf’ is a 
masterful piece of writing 
through which a theater 
audience watches an ordinary, 
superficial, booze-party plot 
develop - but only as the 
platform for the real, major plot 
that lies within the minds of 
“Woolf” characters. 

This play earned a Pulitzer 
prize in 1962. Back in those 
days it must have been shocking 
and revolutionary. But 
remember what has happened 
since 1962 in the.area of morals 
and approaches to life and 
living? 

“Woolf” is still - and always 
will be - tremendous writing. But 
shocking? Not really in 1973. 

It is a play for adults only - 
adults who can take it or leave 
it, who can see what they want 
to see - a great, Pulitzer 
prize-winning work or a dull deal 
with overtones of 1973 soap 
opera. 

But might we suggest this. 
Plays like “Woolf” sort of loosen 
things up at the Barn and satisfy 
the inner urges of actors and 
directors. Which is good. And 
which is probably part of total 
theater. 

Unfortunately, however, 
theater and Barn theater are not 
necessarily compatible, and a 
“Woolf? more than now and 
then has historically resulted in 
anguished cries from Theater 
Square, ‘‘we need money, 
money, money.”
